lhe President of the United 
States may belong to the entire coun- 
try, but when Richard Nixon ‘“‘comes 
home” to his Western White House 
at San Clemente, Californians claim 
him as their very own. 

Like any favored son who returns 
home for a visit, the President was 
greeted with fanfare and celebration. 

Mrs. Norman Chandler, an old 
friend of the President, thought it 
was time he saw the Los Angeles Mu- 
sic Center. A special performance was 
arranged in the Dorothy Chandler 
Pavilion, and daughter Tricia accom- 
panied her father. 

“Musical Cavalcade,” a potpourri 
of excerpts from the Los Angeles Civ- 
ic Light Opera Company’s past suc- 
cesses, followed a reception in the 
beautiful Founders Room with dinner 
in the Pavilion’s Blue Ribbon Room. 

In the Presidential party were 
many of the President’s Cabinet Min- 
isters and their wives as well as top 
economic policy-makers. Hosts were 
Joseph B. Koepfli, the Music Center’s 
president of the Board of Directors of 
the Founders, and Dorothy (Mrs. 
Norman) Chandler. Mrs. Howard Ah- 
manson, Mrs. Franklin Murphy and 
Mrs. Koepfli were among those in the 
receiving line in the Pavilion Hall.

Asked what he thought of the 
Music Center, the President replied, 
“It’s great!’ Tricia Nixon looked like 
a piquant fairy princess in a white net 
gown strewn with white appliqued 
daisies on the empire bodice.

When her father did not recognize 
one of the numbers in the musical re- 
view of favorites, he turned to ask 
Tricia — who replied, ‘‘Dad, that’s 
from ‘Hair’.” 

A week later President Nixon 
gave a magnificent black-tie state 
dinner in honor of President Gustavo 
Diaz Ordaz of Mexico and former 
President Lyndon B. Johnson at the 
Victorian-style Hotel Coronado in the 
Navy-oriented town of Coronado 
within sight of the Mexican border.

be as Christmas presents? 


Yes, for welcome self-indulgence: 
books are easy to wrap, easy to mail, 
easy to exchange, and they save con- 
siderable time and energy by being 
obtainable all in one place. I also like 
to have a cache of books to bank on 
(always an appropriate gift) when 
someone unexpectedly gives me a 
present. I flinch at the thought of 
failing to reciprocate a kind gesture 
— and to find myself compelled to 
hunt up an unplanned, last-minute 
present to give either with a weak ex- 
cuse for forgetfulness or to order 
monogrammed for oneupmanship. 

On the other less culpable, posi- 
tively virtuous hand, books are 
among the most memorable, endear- 
ing, and enduring of all presents. 
They are comfortable to give and 
comforting to receive. 

Choosing the right book, however, 
can be a problem — solvable, it seems 
to me, only by research and _list- 
making. This year, for my Christmas 
guidelines my general list follows. 
Hopefully, you may find it an aide- 
memoire. 

For everyone, over five and under 
one-hundred-and-five: My Crowd, by 
Charles Addams or Chas Addams as 
he signs himself, published by Simon 
& Schuster. A compendium of his fa- 
vorite cartoons assuring frissons of de- 
light and terror to the connoisseur. 
All the classics and a pride of other 
lines are here. 

For word-lovers and those who 
like to have their favorite wits about 
them: Baby, It’s Cold Inside, by S. J. 
Perelman, published by Simon & 
Schuster. A brilliant and hilarious col- 
lection by America’s leading humor- 
ist, savant and satirist. 

For all purpose, model inscrip- 
tions to be penned in books, Mr. Ad- 
dams and Mr. Perelman are never at 
a loss, never say the same thing 
twice. A recent example from Mr. Ad- 
dams: ““To adorable you, from gross 
old me.’”’ A pearl from Perelman: 
‘For. 2 whose = = =eetand 

leave me speechless.” By 
filling in appropriate adjectives or 


qualities, the latter can be adapted on 
any occasion when one is asked to 
“‘write something”’ on short notice on 
a flyleaf. 

For those interested in food and 
the esoteric: The Enriched, Fortified, 
Concentrated, Country-Fresh, Lip- 
Smacking, Finger-Licking, Internation- 
al, Unexpurgated Foodbook, by James 
Trager, a 578-page feast of informa- 
tion and exposition of every aspect of 
food from cannibalism to cyclamates. 
It provides details on edibles from hot 
dogs to lobsters to feed your appetite 
for knowledge and “‘to shed light on 
the most universally shared human 
experience, the one sensual pleasure 
we enjoy from our nonage to our dot- 
age, yet strangely enough, a subject 
even most educated people know little 
about.” If you buy this one for your- 
self, you'll never be at a loss for din- 
ner-table conversation. An absolutely 
fascinating book, published by Gross- 
man Publishers, publishers of the su- 
perbly offbeat and avant-garde. 

For people who like food, nature, 
walking, the Great Outdoors: A trio 
by Euell Gibbons — Stalking the Wild 
Asparagus, Stalking the Healthful 
Herbs, Stalking the Blue-Eyed Scallop, 
published by McKay in new field 
guide (soft cover) editions. Delightful 
scientific-gourmet-naturalist guides to 
the edible and intimate of forest, 
field, meadow and beach. 

For businessmen, executives, any- 
one working in an office: A trio of 
survival manuals.

if the commercialism of Christ- 
mas in America turns you off you 
might try spending the holidays in 
Finland where, since time immemori- 
al, Christmas has been a simple fami- 
ly celebration. 

For centuries Christmas has been 
the greatest feast day of the year in 
Finland. It is a long anticipated event 
which brings joy and light to the 
gloomiest time of the year, a light 
which warms minds and hearts some- 
times numbed by the bitter winter’s 
cold. It is always a serious occasion 
involving various ceremonies and cus- 
toms and many time-consuming prep- 
arations. 

In Helsinki and other big cities, 
when Christmas time approaches spe- 
cial ‘“‘Christmas Street Stalls” are 
opened where one can buy Christmas 
decorations and presents. They are a 
far cry from the multimillion-dollar 
displays in American stores and from 
the bombardment of advertising and 
Christmas carols which descend on 
the American public right after 
Thanksgiving. 

Before Christmas various associa- 
tions and firms give small parties for 
their members and employees. The 
atmosphere is gay. Carols are sung, 
Christmas games are played and rice 
porridge, the typical Finnish Christ- 
mas dish, is always eaten. Father 
Christmas with a long beard and 
dressed in a wolfskin coat wanders in 
off the street to distribute presents. 

Since the country is largely Lu- 
theran, Christmas itself is celebrated 
in Finnish homes on Christmas Eve. 
Everyone who possibly can spends 
the evening within the family. Work 
stops in factories and offices at noon,

Many city dwellers 
in Finland are but a generation or less 
removed from the farm where they 
spent Christmases in their childhood. | 

Millions of children in Europe be- 
lieve that Father Christmas lives in 
Finland. More precisely they believe 
he lives in Finnish Lapland among 
the reindeer. Letters addressed to Fa- 
ther Christmas arrive in Finland from 
all over the globe and Father Christ- 
mas in the Helsinki General Post Of- i 
fice is kept busy before Christmas an- | 
swering them. 


In the country the Christmas Eve 
program includes a sauna during the 
afternoon which the Finnish people 
believe refreshes the spirit as well as 
the body. In the cities the sauna, for 
practical reasons, is often taken the 
night before. There’s no turkey or 
goose on the festive board in Finland. | 
Traditional Christmas delicacies in- 
clude ‘‘lye fish,’ a dish of dried cod 
with white sauce and pepper, Christ- 
mas ham served with prunes, and a 
rutabaga pie; then there is the rice 
porridge which contains a lucky al- 
mond. It is believed the one who 
finds the almond on his plate will 
marry during the coming year. Bever- 
ages served are home-brewed beer or 
milk! There are real candles alight on 
the table, and on the decorated 
spruce Christmas tree which helps 
bring out its fragrance. Electric can- 
dles are frowned on, but a few are 
used in the cities. /

IFNy Christmas time’s traditional 
gift-giving and surprises, here is a de- 
lightful travel package suggestion 
that can be opened now for skiing, in 
summer for lakeside fun — or any 
time of the year for a vast variety of 
scenery, historic sights, and sports. 

Surprisingly, the rewarding desti- 
nation is Nyon, a tiny town of about 
6,000 inhabitants on the north shore 
of Lake Leman, midway between Ge- 
neva and Lausanne. Unexpected size 
and location are perhaps the least 
startling aspects of this Swiss village, 
and herein lies a tale. 

Once upon a time, about 2,000 
years ago when timekeepers were less 
accurate than today’s Swiss watch- 
makers, Emperor Julius Caesar estab- 
lished a provincial capital called Julia 
Civitas Equestris, later known as No- 
viodunum by Helvetic tribes and 
Nyon by the House of Savoy. 

Nyon’s aristocratic founding is 
matched by a remarkable site. Al- 
though strategy dominated the Ro- 
man mind when placing the equestri- 
an garrison atop a bluff between the 
Asse and Boiron streams on Lake Le- 
man, Nyon fills the traveler’s eyes 
with a majestic vista of Mont Blanc, 
a sweep of half of Lake Leman, and a 
vast bucolic landscape backed by the 
Jura Mountains. Nyon boasts one of 
the finest panoramas on all Lake Le- 
man. 

Nyon’s early days as a rather re- 
mote Roman outpost contrast with 
today’s outstanding accessibility. One 
of Europe’s finest six-lane superhigh- 
ways makes Nyon a 20-minute drive 
from Geneva and its international air- 
port, Lausanne less than a half-hour 
eastward. The highway’s recently 
opened extension puts Montreux 
about an hour away. Still, the town 
keeps its peace for men of goodwill. 

Besides quick access, Nyon pam- 
pers visitors with the joy of slow- 
paced travel for fun. The railroad sta-

tion serves not only express trains to 
major points in Switzerland and 
throughout Europe, but also a leisure- 
ly trolley that climbs nearby Jura 
Mountains at delightful pace en route 
to resort stations such as St. Cergues 
arid La Cure. Nyon’s small port in- 
cludes a sailboat basin for sportsmen, 
and a dock for steamers that glide on 
the lake from Geneva to Montreux, 
as well as to fascinating smaller spots 
like Rolle, Vevey and Chillon — or 
across to France’s Evian spa. 
Travelers who want to live in the 
gracious fashion of Nyon’s past would 
do well to stop at the Hotel Clos de 
Sadex (pronounced Sah-Day) on the 
town’s eastern outskirts. The ‘“‘X”’ is 
a Roman vestige from the name of 


this ancient vineyard estate where 
Monsieur Le Maire built a home in | 
1762. It was remodeled into a patri- | 
cian house in 1863 by Charles Isaac | 
Fauconnet of Geneva. 

Today, Hotel Clos de Sadex is a | 
charming luxury retreat that main- | 
tains living in the grand manner | 
thanks to owners Monsieur et Mad- | 
ame de Tscharner. The de Tscharner | 
family was part of the Bern oligarchy | 
as early as 1520, and a T’scharner an- 
cestor became an 18th century Bern- | 
ese Governor of Nyon. Madame de | 
Tscharner’s father, Henri Dunant, 
was a cousin of the founder of the 
Red Cross. |

luxurious baths. Terraces overlook 
Lake Leman’s shoreline with Mont 
Blanc beyond. Quiet gardens shaded 
by huge trees border the private boat- 
basin. The dining room set in the for- 
mer Grand Salon hosts haute cuisine 
and outstanding wines. Little wonder 
half the guests are French, while 
Americans and Swiss make up anoth- 
er 30 per cent. 

Notables from many countries 
have visited Clos de Sadex including 
Princess Margaret and Emperor Haile 
Selassie. From various arts came Nina 
Ricci, Josef Sigetti, painters Carzout 
and Vidal-Quadras, as well as Mau- 
rice Hertzog and Victor Francine, 
among many. 

Nyon, birthplace of pianist Cor- 
tot, painters Bonnard and Gachet, 
author Edouard Rod, has attracted 
many great persons. A few of the 
most noted have been Voltaire, Mad- 
ame de Stael, Napoleon Buonaparte 
and his brother Joseph, Wolfgang 
Goethe, Gustave Courbet, and many 
others. It’s a city of the centuries. 

Nyon is ideal for strolling that 
usually starts from the chateau, the 
town’s landmark visible from afar 
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across the lake, or from the Jura foot- 
hills. The castle, built in the 13th cen- 
tury by the Dukes of Savoy, captures 
Nyon’s multi-faceted character with 
its fairy tale turreted silhouette and 
down-to-earth museum of Roman an- 
tiquities and 18th century porcelain. 

The chateau courtyard terrace af- 
fords views that suggest a promenade 
past Roman column ruins in the park 
where ramparts formerly rose, and on 
through Bourg-de-Rive gardens be- 
decking the portside esplanade. The 
chateau’s forecourt opens on an ani- 
mated square that leads down byways 
where old stones echo to the charming 
bustle of town life. 

Sights for strollers in Nyon may 
not be grand but are no less gratify- 
ing.

The Romanesque style 
choir is 12th century, the present 
Gothic nave dates from 1448, and

ry. Inside and out, the modest church 
is solid and simple. 

Nyon is permeated with a quiet 
elegance that springs from 18th cen- 
tury classicism that marks the College 
de Nyon, the famed porcelain works, 
a half dozen fountains on the various 
squares, plus a number of townhous- 
es. 

While modesty is Nyon’s watch- 
word, there is the drama of Roman 
columns and medieval chateau facing 
the lake, backed by the contemporary 
animation of shops and boutiques 
along the Place Bel-Air and Rue de la 
Gare. 

The town of Nyon is also a gate- 
way to the castle country of the west- 
ern Vaud Canton. Almost within the 
town limits is the Chateau de Pran- 
gins. The village of about 800 inhabi- 
tants, just above the Clos de Sadex, 
has been a domain of the lords of 
Prangins since the 10th century. 

Prangins’ medieval castle was raz- 
ed by the Dukes of Savoy, but rebuilt 
in the 18th century by Guiguer. The 
finest structure of the period in the 
region of Nyon, it has been inhabited 
by the Queen of Portugal, daughter of 
William of Orange; by Voltaire, Je- 
rome Buonaparte — and most recent- 


ly, Chicago’s McCormack family. The 
gardens offer a spectacular view of 
Mont Blanc, the Alps, and lake. 

To the west, about 10 minutes 
drive, is the Chateau de Coppet. Pur- 
chased by Jacques Necker (Minister 
of Finances of Louis XVI) the castle 
became the famed salon of Madame 
de Stael at the turn of the 19th cen- 
tury. Northward are the medieval 
castles of Duillier (built by the Dukes 
of Savoy), and Gingins — a museum 
of ten centuries of aristocratic family 
history! And on the lake shores is the 
Chateau de Rolle, a 13th century 
structure restored and renovated suc- 
cessively by Dukes of Foix, the Count 
de Gruyere, and other nobles. 

Today Nyon is the administrative 
center for 32 villages in the western 
Vaud Canton. They host castles, 
great country houses, rare churches, 
and magnificent views of the Alps 
and Lake Leman. It’s a quiet place, 
but rich in treasure. 

Visitors intent on nightlife and 
entertainment will probably go to ca- 
sinos at Divonne in France, a 30 
minute drive, or to Evian, a bit lon- 


ger by boat. Both Lausanne and Ge- | 


neva have major music festivals, as 
well as full programs of theatre, bal- 
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let, concerts, opera and divers enter- 
tainment. But the connoisseurs know 
a quiet retreat is just minutes away 
at Nyon. 

Sports of every kind are available. 
In town there is tennis, and both sail- 
ing and water-skiing are popular at 
the port in Bourg-de-Rive. Strolling is 
popular along the shore and in the 
town’s gardens. Farther afield but

find in that richly forested country. 

In the country the tree is chosen from 

the forest, and in the cities the mar- 

ket places sell them for only a Finn- 

mark or two. 

After dinner the wait for Santa 
Claus is whiled away in the singing of 
Christmas carols and the playing of 
Christmas games. At last, a knock on 
the door announces that Father 
Christmas has arrived by reindeer 
from Finnish Lapland to distribute 
his gifts. First, of course, he asks if 
the children in the house have been 
good during the year, and after the 
parents have confirmed that they 
have he hands out the presents. After 
sampling some of the Christmas cakes 
and delicacies he takes off again. 

A further accent on the family 
feeling at Christmas time in Finland 
is a visit to the cemetery and the 
lighting of candles on the graves of 
loved ones. Every year in Helsinki, 
for instance, the war cemetery be- 
comes an impressive and beautiful 
sight with the flickering candles burn- 
ing on thousands of graves reflected 
by the snow. 


In Finland even the birds are remembered 
with a tree of grain at Christmas time. 


And the animals are not forgotten 
at Christmas. Cattle and horses are 
given an extra ration of bread and 
oats. Sheaves of grain are placed on 
poles in the courtyard for the birds. 


Since Christmas Eve and Christ- 
mas Day are a family affair, no visits 
are made outside the family circle. All 
public transportation is at a standstill 
in the large cities. On Christmas 
morning the Finns go early to church, 
especially in the country. A sleigh 
ride through the snow to the church 
is a fine experience in the twilight of 
winter’s dawn, sleigh bells tinkling, 
and cheerful candles burning in every 
window along the way. Sleigh rides 
are becoming more rare now, and cars 
a bit more common — even in rural 
areas. But the ideal is still to be 
transported ‘by sleigh for the Christ- 
mas church service. 

It is on Boxing Day, or St. Ste- 
phen’s Day (the day after Christmas) 
that the people visit friends and the 
young folk go to dances. Traditional 
Christmas dishes continue to be 
served at these parties, and the 
Christmas tree is lit every night until 
Epiphany or Twelfth Night. After 
that it is back to the work-day world 
for the Finnish people, who are pre- 
sumably far less weary than most 
Americans after our Christmas shop- 
ping marathon and more sophisticat- 
ed holiday partying. Oo

death. Legend has it that Vladimir 
the Great learned about his talents in 
the early 11th century and spread the 
word. As a result, many churches 
have been dedicated to him and Nich- 
olas is a reigning favorite among 
names for boys. 

St. Nicholas himself, a 4th centu- 
ry bishop in Asia Minor, was long the 
patron of boys and sailors and various 
countries. His feast on December 6 is 
a children’s holiday in the Nether- 
lands and elsewhere. English settlers 
in New York adopted him from the 
Dutch and made him into Santa 
Claus. 

The Russian part of my own early 
Christmases centered on Father 
Frost, who brought the presents — 
and Babushka, a grandmother type, 
who kept an eye on youngsters all 
year long and noted all of their drea- 
ry doings in a small black book. She 
was rumored to leave bundles of twigs 
and so forth for wrongdoers, but ev- 
ery child I knew managed to beat the 
rap. 

Aside from those two outstanding

has been my business), I loved her 
stories of the feasts. It is difficult to 
remove a Chinese cook from his own 
kitchen, but on occasion I could per- 
suade my mother to make a special 
dish from Old Russia.

Next to this, I loved her stories of 
the games, remarkably similar to 
some of our own. Girls — young teen- 


agers — had a game called ‘‘the buri- 
al of the gold”’ which involved sleight 
of hand with a ring. Whole families 
joined in the Christmas ritual of pre- 
dictions. Small ornaments were 
dropped into a bowl of water which 
was then covered with a cloth. Songs 
were sung, and at the end of each 
song one person drew a token from 
the dish. Predictions were based on 
the words of the song which had just 
been sung. 

Troikas, alas, were giving way to 
other means of transport when moth- 
er was a girl, but there were still wan- 
dering holy men, and there was pomp 
and splendor and solemnity in the 
Church. Memories and customs were 
carried with them by the masses of 
Russian emigrees who fled to China 
after the revolution. We knew many 
of them in Tientsin, where I was 
born; in Mukden and Shanghai, 
where I grew up. Separated from 
their homeland and very often in re- 
duced circumstances, they neverthe- 
less made a feast of life and enter- 
tained it joyously. 

When Christmas came they col- 
ored it merry because they did not 
wish to color it red. Oo

nated in pre-Christian times as offer- 
ings to various gods. In our own 
country, cookies came ashore with 
English, Scotch and Dutch immi- 
grants. One of our most popular cook- 
ies — the butter cookie — is a close 
relative of the English tea cake and 
the Scotch shortbread. 

In colonial times, the Southern 
homemaker called her cookies “‘tea 
cakes” and took great pride in keep- 
ing the cookie crock filled to over- 
flowing. Best liked were cookies fla-

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fectioners. And look for the new col- 
orful decorating sugars — silver, yel- 
low, red, green. 

So that you can really let go and 
get imaginative, stock a grand collec- 
tion of colorful garnishes: citron, can- 
died peels, preserved cherries and 
pineapple, snowy coconut, rich brown 
nuts such as walnuts, pecans, Brazil 
nuts, peanuts and almonds. 

Set aside a day, totally free of dis- 
tractions, and take the youngsters 
into the kitchen with you to help 
chop, roll, mix and taste-test.

Roll out dough for rolled cookies on a 


very lightly floured board or between 
sheets of waxed paper very lightly oil- 
ed. Cut cookies as close together as 
possible, because rerolled dough will 
not be as tender as the first batch. 

When 
creaming, cream butter until very 
light and fluffy, then beat the sugar 
in. For delicate butter cookies, super- 
fine granulated sugar is recommended. 


Always preheat your oven. Pack 
brown sugar firmly before measuring. 
Use double-acting baking powder if 
required. Always cool cookies on 
racks. Measure accurately, of course. 

Use an airtight cookie crock to 
store moist cookies, with a slice of ap- 
ple inside. And keep crisp cookies 
that way in a jar with a loose-fitting 
lid. Try reheating them in a very low 
oven (about 250 degrees) to restore 
crispness.

sessing star quality and the precise 
knowledge of his image, style and ef- 
fect, he comes over as exotic and with 
the same hierarchic sensuality as a 
matador in a “‘suit of lights.’’ 

The hall, with a white marble 
floor inlaid with a pattern of black 
diamonds, smells faintly but perva- 
sively of a Rigaud candle burned 
down to its last half-inch on a pedes- 
tal table displaying the wooden torso 
of a blackamoor, a bronze cow pitch- 
er, and two horned-headed iron in- 
struments of torture devised centuries 
-ago by a Persian caliph. Flanked by a 
crocodile leather-seated chair, the 
back, legs and arms of which are lux- 
uriantly foliated with crescent-curved 
horns, is a 17th century Italian lac- 
quered cabinet inlaid with an ivory 
menagerie, topped with a pair of 17th 
century Dutch oil lamps in the form 
of bird-like teratologies, their rarity 
reflected in the mirrored wall behind 
them on which a pair of 16th-century 
incised antlers of German origin are 
mounted. 

In a corner by the wrought iron 
balustrade of the spiral stairway that 
leads, red-carpeted, up to the bed- 
room and bath and down, uncarpeted, 
to the dining-room, reception room, 
kitchen and fountained garden, are an 
ancient mortar and pestle — and 
three handsome pieces of sculpture: a 
Celtic head of stone, a gilded statuary 
foot, and a contemporary American 
sculpture of a mythic beast of Orien- 
tal mien. Facing the mirrored wall an 
open cupboard reveals, in parade for- 
mation of military precision — blaz- 
ers, leather jackets, raincoats, tweed

Upstairs, to 
sate the senses of the curious, in the 
hallway on either side of the bedroom 
entrance, some four dozen suits (most 
of them custom-made in England), 
and ninety-six pairs of shoes, sandals 
and slippers may be seen in two mir- 
rored walk-in cupboards, wherein 
shirts and sweaters are sumptuously 
deployed according to texture and 
color. 

The first exposure has been made 
with the themes and harmonies re- 
peated in felicitous diversity in every 
room and coign of vantage. Ordered 
eclecticism. The juxtaposition of arti- 
fice and natural simplicities. A play of 
light, color, texture. Inventive experi- 
ment with a definite appeal to the 
spirit, the eye and to the feelings. 

Through a door framed in serpen- 
tine, symbolically veined with the 
green of crisp Federal Reserve notes 
dispensed by a conservative banking 
house from whose former quarters it 
was salvaged, we move into a Victori- 
an drawing room, transformed by an 
assemblage that has the authentic 
look at first sight of one of the great 
palatial furniture periods. But the as- 
semblage is quintessential Lane. It 


never existed before it existed in his 
mind. An elegant melange of many 
aspects of time and civilization, the 
room gleams in the light like a com- 
posite of topaz, cat’s eye and smoky 
quartz. Deposits of silver glint in this 
matrix like mica. You sense the room 
as an African rain-forest or a tableau 
of court pageantry, the furniture re- 
treating into the obscurity of protec-

tive camouflage, each superb piece in- 


cidental to comfort and the display of 
artful and artless objects of virtue. 
This room is the source, the lode, 
the axle-tree from which all other 
rooms in the house ramify and derive 
their character. Lane has used as in- 
spiration for this room a reasonably 
immodest choice of the civilizations, 
continents and kingdoms — animal, 
vegetable and mineral — of the world 


and acted upon these sources as a 
sensual human being rather than in 
the purely cerebral style of an aca- 
demic museum curator. The walls are 
lacquered in a way that gives them 
the patina of leather somewhere be- 
tween the color of a rich consomme, 
the flanks of a chestnut racehorse and 
a russet autumn leaf held to the sun. 
Red and purple anemones sprout 
from bud vases in the foreground, the 
middle distance, and the further hori- 
zons. A fabulous Peruvian Incan cere- 
monial mask of the sun made of beat- 
en gold is centered on the white mar- 
ble mantel, gazed upon by two Vene- 
tian blackamoor busts, overviewed by 
a portrait of Lane as El Greco might 
have painted him mystical and atten- 
uated. 

“T always tell people it’s my 
grandfather, and they believe me,” 
Lane explains. Toning in with the 
wall to the point of trompe l'oeil are 
two leather armchairs, and, beneath a 
gilt-framed mirror against the right 
wall a sofa of sunny taupe silk velvet 
heaped with leopard, tiger and zebra 
cushions fashioned in crewel and vel- 
vet. A jaguar skin is folded over one 
arm. Horn-armed, legged and backed 
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chairs that could serve as latterday 
votive offerings to Isis and Astarte 
have seats of sable antelope and croc- 
_odile skin. A large zebra skin is 
spread out like a floating island on 
the mirrored sea of the wine-dark 
floor. 

At the far end of the room which 
debouches onto a balcony overlooking 
the walled courtyard garden below, 
the wind billows the bronze draperies 
above the French windows. ‘‘The 
| draperies were a mistake,’’ Kenneth 
| says in a tone that conveys the im- 
pression of the first, faint tremors of a 
volcanic temper. ‘“They’re too Ital- 
ianate, more than I thought they 
| would be. I like simple things.” In 
front of the draperies, their flamboy- 
| ance at the end of the room no more 
| disturbing than a sunset at the end of 
a day, it could be said, are three 
pieces of Roman statuary mounted on 
| tall lucite rectangles, all but invisible 
| until you are within arm’s reach so

white marble-topped 18th-century bu- 
reau, signed by a mastercraftsman 
and contemporary of Boulle. In front 
of the sofa a 17th century Korean 
black lacquer and mother-of-pearl 
square table is a repository for a 
mother-of-pearl and lacquer Ming jar, 
two black pearl shells fetched from 
the littoral of New Guinea, the lucite- 
housed mica and crystal fantasia of 


Teddy Bradlee whose work Lane ad- 
mires and publicly praises. On either 
side of the sofa, there is a soft pour of 
light from two straw baskets bought 
for less than a dollar in a Peruvian 
market and converted, with simple 
black shades, into lamps. Considering 
the proximity of the Coromandel 
screen, the bronze horse, and an obe- 
lisk given in 1833 by the Czar to the 
Pope, the equivalent of Latin-Ameri- 
can ten-cent store baskets as a choice 
for lamp bases is a choice only a man 
as securely rooted in talent and taste 
as Lane could afford to make. 
Elsewhere in the room, however, 
there are other ectopic-sounding but 
utterly right things such as a white- 
nosed wooden head, masked and muz- 
zled in leather, created by Janet 
Grossman who had threatened to 
wear it at lunch the week before; 
samples of gold, brown, black and 
white optical glass given the same 
space and lighting on one side table 
as quartz and crystal prisms and obe- 
lisks are on another; a crude, fetichis- 
tic carving from Madagascar domi- 
nating a side table adjacent to one of 
two chairs upholstered in needlepoint 
tapestry; a circular lattice of bamboo 
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— ‘‘Another folk art trouve, gotten 
tor price of a matchbox in a country 
market. It’s used for spinning.” 

Beneath a still-life of helmets is a 
fling of marvelous silver cups, hexago- 
nal goblets and pineapples and bunch- 
es of grapes resting on slender stems 
crafted two centuries ago by a Eu- 
ropean mastersmith. A somber and 
macabre still-life of a skull is a back- 
drop for a clutch of crystal eggs, sym- 
bolic of purity and resurrection, nest- 
ed on a console supported by gilded 
dolphins symbolizing salvation. A 
carved mask from the African Gold 
Coast thrusts up like driftwood in a 
gleaming seascape of cowrie shell 
boxes lidded and based in silver, a 
leather lobster, and a pair of long- 
antennaed silver lobsters. 

Books, interspersed with Chinese 
and Siamese bodhisatvas and heads of 
Buddha and Kuanyin, function as an 
esthetic and necessary balance for the 
bibelots and paintings and furnish- 
ings, polarizing the sensual and the 
cerebral. The visible books are con- 
ventional classics, their leather bind- 
ings decorative accessories in the 
white-framed bookshelves priesting 
the French windows. Sets of Voltaire

(tan and gold), George Eliot (red and 
brown), Scott (dark green and gold), 
Byron (red and black), Dickens 
(brown and green), Boswell (fawn), 
Carlyle (black) — all fine editions, 
the pages gold-leafed:and surely un- 
foxed, are aligned in meticulous order, 
marshalled by the works of Homer, 


Balzac and such English poets as 
Browning and Tennyson, Keats and 
Shelley. To have been included, 
Shakespeare would have had to have 
been wrapped in burnished leather in 
the right color, the set the right di- 
mensions and in mint condition. 

A house does have iceberg quali- 
ties. What shows may not be as indic- 
ative of character as what is hidden. 
Just as Kenneth “hides” things by 
putting them beneath the normal line 
of vision: a stack of art books virtu- 
ally goes unnoticed on the second 
shelf of a side table; a plastic red, 
white and green puzzle, a book on 
Buckingham Palace, and a set of 
mahjongg are ‘‘hidden’”’ beneath a 
constellation of silver boxes, including 
a silver Upmann cigar box on a twin 
side table. So does he hide books that 
don’t make the grade esthetically: — 
Dog-eared Harold Nicolson, Baude- | 
laire’s Flowers of Evil, the Art of Carl — 
Faberge, The Kunstgewerbe Museum 
Berlin, Huxley, Sanche de Gramont’s 
The Age of Magnificence, books about 
Chaplin, Nureyev and Andy Warhol, 
the Rubaiyat, and Henry James are a 
sampling of well-read volumes. 

Downstairs in the dining room, 
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behind cabinet doors, or screened and 
curtained from view, books jam the 
shelves in indiscriminate order — bi- 
ographies, novels, collections of poet- 
ry, plays, essays, mysteries, bestsel- 
lers, evidence of the lint of living to 
be found elsewhere in the house and 
in equal profusion in the bedroom. 
The downstairs, floored in brick 


— the brick patterned with parquetry.

covered with a crewel design of coral 
roses, two Chinese scrolls and a low 
round table (‘It’s not finished yet,” 
Kenneth says), the dining room and 
the kitchen and a powder room. Be- 
fore you step down into the reception 
room, a door flush with the wal! leads 
into a powder room. 


The striking dining room walls are 
covered and the ceiling tented with 
an early 19th century patterned ma- 
terial, a sort of Paisley design with 
plumey feathers swirled neatly over a 
Colonial blue field. Kenneth explains 
that he got the idea of using it from 
Charles de Beistegui who made boun- 
tiful use of it in his 89-room Palazzo 
Labia in Venice. ‘‘Charles had it 
made up in Paris and gave me some 
of it.”” A sofa and two chairs are cov- 
ered with the same material. Book- 
shelves on either side of the fireplace 
are partially curtained with it; the 
curtains part to show a pair of ostrich 
eggs, a Roman bronze jug with a pan- 
ther handle, and a 10th century B.C. 
Amlasch pot, among other things, 
nestled among the books. In a corner 
two French cane-backed chairs are set 
face to face, between them a marque- 
try chessboard of mother of pearl. 
The marble mantle of the fireplace 
holds a pair of French crystal cande- 
labra and a Venetian blackamoor 
clock. Lunch is served at a blonde 
wood table by Brown, Kenneth’s Ba- 
hamian major domo who cooks, 
cleans and valets. 

He is a superb cook. Seated on 
Venetian chairs with seats of red lac- 
quered leather (‘‘Never sold in 
shoes,’’ Kenneth says, recalling the 
days when he worked as a shoe de- 
signer for Roger Vivier), we enjoy 
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beef bourguignon, a divine salad and 
sliced oranges made into a delicious 
confection by Brown. Outside in the 
courtyard garden, walled with Span- 
ish and Portuguese tiles, a dolphin 
fountain set in the wall at the far 
end, the sun made lacy patterns on 
the paving stones. The garden has yet 
to be finished. 

The kitchen, however, blue and 
white tiled, and deriving its inspira- 
tion from the kitchen in the Amalien- 
burg Palace in Austria, is finished and 
boasts of a gloriously workable spit 
on which Brown roasts suckling pig. 

It is a nice kitchen, functional, 
well-organized. The kitchen chairs are 
black leather, the counters and a 
round table made of Scandinavian 
wood sturdy as butcher’s blocks. The 
stove, dishwasher and sink are made 
of glimmering stainless steel. The 
walls are hung all around with blue 
and white Meissen onion-patterned 
plates and peapod plates, Dutch pew- 
ter and French copper pans, pots, 
molds, tubs and utensils — all of 
which Brown makes use of to whip up 
the light gourmet meals of which 
Kenneth is fond. Showing off the 
kitchen with pride, Brown remarked 


‘““Mr. Lane certainly likes everything 
different.”’ Then he added, rather 
wistfully, ‘‘He doesn’t eat very much. 
He certainly goes out a lot.” 

He had to go out that afternoon. 
After lunch the photographer, Ray- 
mond Woolfe Jr., a former gentleman 
jockey and horse trainer, arrived lad- 
en with enough camera equipment to 
make the back of a pack mule sag. 
“Lights,” he explained, unloading a

carful of gear in the front hall. There 


was just time to photograph Kenneth 
seated on the tapestry chair in the 
drawing room. The telephone rang 
constantly and Kenneth answered it 
between shots. A rush up twenty-one 
stairs to get a picture of him in his 
bedroom seated before a vitrine filled, 
so that there was space for nothing 
more than a thimble, with his collec- 


tion of skulls and crucifixes, lobsters, 
netsuke, shells, and — treasure of 
treasures — a porcelain mold of Ma- 
rie Antoinette’s breast mounted on 
three rams’ heads, to which was affix- 
ed an embroidered chain. ‘Oh, it’s 
just a milk cup, do you like it?’’ Ken- 
neth asked, looking pleased. He di- 
rected our attention to a blue and 
white cloisonne bowl and other chi- 
noiseries, posed for a picture on a 
leopard-seated stool with horn legs, 
apologized for rushing off — and was 
gone. 

‘What a hell of a nice guy,” Ray 
said, in a surprised voice, a reaction a 
great many men seem to have when 
they meet Lane. While Ray went off 
to photograph the living room I was 
left to look around the bedroom, its 
walls covered with turkey red-ribbed 
cotton ottoman, not red silk as Lane’s 
mythologists would have it. It is a 
small room with a dark marble fire- 
place surmounted by a tall Spanish 
mirror. There is a crystal chandelier 
shaped like a birdcage, hung in the 
center of the ceiling. The narrow bed 
is covered with a llama fur throw. 
Placed so that presumably it could be 
used as a sofa while watching televi- 
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sion, two of its bedposts are garland- 
ed with necklaces of amber, shell, cor- 
al, beads and tortoiseshell, the sort of 
surprising juxtaposition Kenneth ex- 
cels in. 

Additionally the room is furnished 
with a Swedish Louis XVI desk inset 
with a clock, a magnificent reddish 
Boulle armoire, a desk chair uphol- 
stered in tones of orange, coral and 
pink gros point, a Coromandel screen, 
a pinky-beige mushroom colored 
suede-covered chaise, a Boulle bureau, 
a small bedside table of Russian sil- 
ver. 

This eclectic choice sounds like a 
tableaux of rather ostentatiously 
studied elegance, yet it all looks just 
as cosy as old family stuff, a room oc- 
cupied by a man who is basically neat 
but cannot bear to throw anything 
away, especially if sentimental or es- 
thetic value is attached. The surfaces 
of all the tables and desk are covered 
with an ordered clutter of books, 
boxes and mementoes. From the table 
next to the chaise, papers, magazines 
and books overflow to the floor. The 
sides of the mirror have invitations 
and reminders stuck in the edges. 

In the bathroom everything is

dark, dark green, or black. Light 
seems to filter through from a shaft 
above which turns out to be reflected 
light from the mirrored ceiling. The 
walls are dark green marble, broken 
only by mirrored doors and a mirror 
above the black marble basin. There 
is a black john and a black marble 
bath and, wonder of wonders, a sunk- 
en black marble steam bath, invisible 


at first glance because the bathroom 
is divided into three sections. 

In the adjacent hall are rather 
shivery pictures of skulls and skele- 
tons by Austrian artist Ernst Fuchs. 
Unlike Lane’s predilection for shells, 
all forms of marine and animal life, 
antiquities, precious metals and gems 
and curiosa seen both in his house 
and jewelry designs, his fondness for 
the macabre seems the only indication 
of his interest in the spiritual, the 
mystical, the magical and the occult 
that is as enigmatic as the mask he 
assumes when he is aware of being 
photographed, his extroverted manner 
making such a transfiguration diffi- 
cult to accept. The still life of the 
skull in the drawing room, the pic- 
tures of skulls in the upper hall, the 
dozens of skulls in his collection, hint 
of morbidity, awareness of the tran- 
sience of earthly things. Lane’s pen- 
chant for symbolic skulls, appearing 
perhaps for a surprising and ironic ef- 
fect of contrast (though very much in 
opposition with his exhilarating pen- 
chant for mystery, magic and mira- 
cles) seems, like everything else in 
this uniquely creative, lived-in house, 
to be happily reconciled. oO
